File No. 9|2|93-IPC-II.—In exercise of the powers conferred under para¬ 
graph 16 of the Export & Import Policy, 1992—97, as amended, the Director 
General of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following 'amendment in the 
Handbook of Procedures, 1992—97 :— 

In Chapter VJII, after paragraph 142, the following new paragraph shall be 
added as 142A :— 

“142A (1) Units located in the Zone, or approved 100% Export 
Oriented Units, who desire to procure rough diamonds from 
the bulk licence holders will make an application (in triplicate) 
to the concerned Development Commissioner of the Zone in 
a form as may be prescribed by him dearly indicating the 
value of the rough diamonds sought to be procured by them. 
The application vvill be accompanied by the proforma invoice 
from the bulk licenqe holder; 
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(ii) The concerned Development Commissioner after certifying that 
the supplies sought to be procured arc essential for export 
production will return Uyo copies to the bulk licence holder 
who in turn will submit the same to his licensing authority 
to make necessary endorsements on the application in terms 
of para 140—143 of this book. Thereafter, the licensing 
authority will return one copy of the application to the 
Development Commissioner ; and 


(hi) Based upon the aforesaid endorsements, the rough diamonds 
will be allowed entry into the Zone by the Development 
Commissioner.”
